Samuel L. Katz 


Samuet L. Karz, owner and founder 
of Fairlawn Farms Company, Port 
Chester, N. Y., died suddenly on Au 
gust 19, 1953 

Mr. Katz, due to ill health, had 
found it necessary to disperse his herd 
on Wednesday and Thursday, June 17 
and 18 This dispersal, held just about 
two months prior to his death, was the 
greatest purebred sale held to date 
The 146 head sold for over a half 
million dollars, $504,650, for an aver 
age of $3,703.31 per head. It was a 
real tribute to Mr. Katz and to his 18 
years of devotion to the promouon 
and development of the Guernsey 
breed 

Mr. Katz started the Fairlawn Farms 
Company herd at Adelphia, N. J., in 
1935. On May 16, 1946, a reduction 
sale was held and the balance of the 
herd, including the main foundation 
cow-families, was moved to_ Port 
Chester, N. Y., where the herd con 
tinued in Operation untl June, 1953 

Mr. Katz purchased his first Guern 
seys on June 19, 1935. The foundation 
of the orginal herd was the purchase 
of the entre Knollwood herd, rich in 
Langwater and Florham breeding. The 
following year, Green Meadow Hornet 
and several top Green Meadow cows 
were added. ‘Hornet’ was followed 


in 1947 by Green Meadow Peerless, 
and these two proved sires played a 
key part in the building and develop 
ing of the herd 

On May 5, 1936, Mr. Katz joined 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club, 
and since that trme he had bred 1,037 
animals, 742 females and 395 males 

In 1945, Mr. Katz started the herd 
on otticial test. Since that tame the 
cattle had been continuously tested 
and 394 records had been completed 

When the othcial classification pro 
gram was started by The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club in 1947, Mr 
Katz had his herd classified. From 
1947 untul the dispersal in 1953, the 
herd was classified four times 

Mr. Katz, in his 18 years of assocta- 
tion with the Guernsey breed, made 
many worth-while and lasting contribu- 
tions to its advancement and improve 
meiit

— has reached us for some time now that breeders in 
some localities have understood that since a morator- 
ium on overdue Herd Register papers was put into effect last 
year, that a similar action was contemplated this year. This 
fact was brought to the attention of the Executive Committee 
at their meeting in Peterborough on September 25. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee found that there has been merit in fee 


waivers, but a moratorium is not being considered for the 


present, nor is one being contemplated for the future 


Prompt recording has always been the most valuable proce- 
dure for both the breeder and The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club. It is basic in guarding accurate data, in which both the 


breeder and the Club are vitally interested 


The birth reporting system, established years ago by the 
Club, has furnished a valuable service to all concerned. It costs 
but $1.00; protects ayvainst penalty tees for two years; enables a 
breeder to decide the merits of the animal before expending the 
full recording fee; places upon the records the vital statistics, in 
relation to the calf, within a month and, among other things, 
helps The American Guernsey Cattle Club to continue its data 
gathering procedures in a current and accurate way. Of course, 
the 30 days allowed for filing is found a bit short by some, but 


again, eacly recording 1s important

We hope breeders who have anticipated a moratorium will be 


informed on this matter, and that they will find it convenient

In 
some instances a few hours or a day of 
sickness may be observed, but in other 
cases, the calves are found dead.

Payments Reduced in 
Brucellosis 


Feperat indemnity payments to own 
ers for cattle slaughtered in the pro- 
gram to eradicate ca ellosis are limit 
ed to no more than $9 for grade ant- 
mals and no more than $18 for pure- 
breds, effective as to appraisals on and 
after September 23, 1953, the U. S. De- 
parement of Agriculture announced 
recently 

Previously, such payments could be 
no more than $25 for grade animals 
and no more than $50 for purebred 
animals. State or local governments 
pay part of the coral indemnity to the 
owner of condemned animals under 
the laws of the State. Federal pay 
ments may not exceed the amount 
of the State payment. Only 24 States 
have indemnity programs in the year 
beginning July 1, *1953 They 
are: Connecticut, Delaware, Florida, 
Georgia, Idaho, lowa, Maine, Mary 
land, Michigan, Minnesota, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New Mexico, 
North Carolina, North Dakora, Ore 
gon, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina, South Darkota, Ten 
nessee, Washington, West Virginia, 
Wisconsin, and Puerto Rico

A Tribute 


Louis MeRRYMAN, JR., was a true 
friend of all livestock. They don’t 
make many like him today. He loved 
Guernseys and his life was close to the 
Guernsey cow, but basically he went 
further than that, being a livestock man 
in the broadest sense. He had a love 
and a keen eye and an uncanny sense 
for all animals 


Was 


He had a lot to do with thorough 
bred horses. He grew up fox-hunting 
and riding races, and kept it up after 
the war, in which he had served over 
seas in the paratroops. Even lately he 
owned one or two horses, though they 
ate a lot of grain. In the last Maryland 
Hunt Cup I saw, a very few years ago, 
Louis was riding his cousin's little 
horse, Rockspur, getting all that could 
be got out of it. One day last year he 
bought a Sealyham puppy for a friend, 
and it was of course a top puppy, be 
cause he wouldn’t have wanted to 
bother with a common one 

The morning before the day he died 
at Springfield, he analyzed thoroughly 
the four-year-old and aged cow classes 
in the Guernseys, but he couldn't take 
his eyes off the Holstein aged cows, 
he couldn’t help admiring them and 
talking about them 

Louts was a big help to all breeders 
He could walk through your herd and 
criticize them mildly and properly, 
but most of all encourage you. His 
eye would be at once on the cattle and 
on the grass in the field and the hay in 
the barn, and with a few words, nght 
to the point and spoken in his mild 
voice, he would straighten out your 
doubts and uncertainties and make the 
future seem clearer and brighter. His 
evaluation of a herd was comprehen- 
sive. He was not satisfied with imme 
diate figures of production, presented

‘hat ts the latest’ information 
as to relationship of cholesterol 
to heart failure and the posi 
tion of high cholesterol foods in the 
eves of nutritionists and physicians? 


Dk. CEDERQUIST: If we put people 
on cholesterol-free diets, they go night 
on manufacturing the stutf themselves 
Cholesterol is a compound which the 
body manufactures on its own. The 
rate Of manufacture is paralleled more 
closely to the total caloric intake, than 
performed cholesterol intake, which 
means that people who are overeating 
have a tendency to over-produce 
cholesterol, and the reduction of total 
calories brings about a slowing down 
of this cholesterol production

In the course of a year all of us eat 
very many times our whole weight of 
foodstutts. It 1s quite obvious that the 
nature of what we eat must have a pro 
found influence, in the course of several 
years, on what ts going to happen to 


us in terms of degenerative diseases 

For the degenerative diseases and 
more or less for any type of diseases 
there are various things that are going 
to have an influence, such as his con 
stitution, what he eats and the Various 
factors and environments that he 1s 
subjected to. Of all of these factors 
the ones which we probably at the pre 
sent time can do most about are the 
nutritional factors, and therefore they 
are extremely important 
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As tar as minerals are Concerned, we 
don’t know too much yet about what 
the etfect is. We know what the effect 
is in the case of an acute deficiency of 
minerals, but not the effect of this or 
that level of minerals over the course 
of a lifetime, which ts 
interested in 


what we are 


As far as cholesterol is concerned, 
there is very little to add over what Dr 
Cederquist has said. It is a normal part 
of it, a normal procedure. We need tt 
Every single one of us contains it. We 
manufacture it. Every single one of 
our cells probably manufactures it, and 
if we eat a cholesterol-free diet, we 
will go mght on making it. If we eat 
much, we produce too much 
cholesterol. If we eat less, our chances 
for heart disease and so on are less, 
although they are not eliminated. It 
would be nice to think that by cutting 
down milk, we could live forever, but 
the evidence 1s very much against the 
idea quite the contrary

Moperatror Trout: Would vou 
repeat the statement concerning rela- 
tionship between calories and per cent 
butter fat? 


Dr. RICHARDSON: The relationship 
between fat and calories or between 
calones and per cent milk fat 1s a di 
rect one. In other words, the increase 
in caloric value that ts, combustuble 
energy per pound of milk for every 
one per cent increase in fat is Constant 
at close to 56 calories. We have an 
equation for that straight line. That 1s 
one way in which you can equitably 
mice milk to the producer on the fat 
YaSIS 


As for nutrient energy, using factors 
the nutritsonists have Riven us, it in 
creases per pound of milk, per one per 
cent fat, at the rate of approximately 
50.5 nutrient units or physiological 
calories 


Mopervror Trour: How lone 
can a normal healthy man live if h 
stops eating solid food and drinks 
milk only? (GoupeN Guernsey. high 
butter fat.) 


Dr. Cepderguist: It calls to mind a 
situation that existed on our University 
campus during the depression, when 
there was very litthe money available 
for food. A young man came into the 
campus for a short Course and existed 
on a diet, for a pretty long period of 
tuume, that consisted of milk, fortified 
with certain minerals 

I think it is a theoretical problem 
Milk ts deficient in certain nutrients 
We have said that all along. We have 
not called it a perfect food, but an al 
most perfect food. | think no one 
knows for sure what would happen if 
all roughage were removed from the 
gastrointestinal tract for a long period 
of ume. After all, itis nota very prac 
tucal problem, and it 1s one that T think 
we are not going to have to face very 
soon. You wouldn't starve to death 
that’s for sure, in a very short period of 
ume if milk were the only food avail 


able

Moperaror Trout: “Which of 
the nutrients are located above and 
which below the cream line? How do 
shim and whole milk compare nutri- 
tionally?” 


Mrs. BERRESFORD: Looking at a 
bottle of milk, we can place the difter 
ent nutrients quite easily: above the 
cream line we have the fat and vitamin 
A, while below the cream line we have 
all the other nutrients in milk. Calories 
of course, are divided about equally 
above and below the cream line, al 
though the proportion of cream 1s 
much smaller 


Moperaror Trour: Will) milk 
pricing on solids-not-fat be affected by 
dried milk services? 


You can interpret that question as | 
have read it. IT think perhaps what 1s 
meant 1s if we pay a high price tor 
solids-not-fat, 1s this going to. attect 
the economic situation? 

Dr. RICHARDSON: If we de-em 
phasize the economic value of the fat 
and still want to make the producing 
of milk reasonably profitable to the 
producer, then we have to increase the 
demand for 
fat. In other words, if you change the 
price of fat from 81 cents a pound to 45 
cents a pound, you have to compensate 
by increasing the price of the solids 


consumptve solids-not 


not-fat, and that means that the indus 
try will have to create a greater demand 
and greater desire for the solids-not 
tat 

Dr. MAyYer: There is one factor in 
international affairs that might even 
tually have a profound effect on the 
economics of dry milk. It 1s the recog 
tion that in a great many areas of the 
world the most prevalent nutnitional 
disease 1s a protein shortage among 
children. It is a whole condition 
which goes by an African name, called 
kwashtorkor. In the past three or four 
years we have suddenly realized that 
this condition was extraordinarily pre 
valent throughout Africa, very preva 
lent through Central America, very 
prevalent, of course, in India 

The best way or the cheapest way to 
cure that condition is to administer 
milk, nonfat milk solids, to the chil 
dren, because it contains all the food 
needs. The problem is to import milk 
into various tropical areas where the 
producuon of milk would be almost 
unpossible, and progressively add some 
other milk substitutes to supplement 
the imported milk or milk solids 

I think that in such a program there 
would be one market fora nonfat milk 
solid which should be almost inex 
hausuble at the present time. It should 
be an important factor as far as the 
world market of milk 
concerned 

Dr. RICHARDSON: The only possible 
way to sell nonfat milk solids at bar 
gain rates is to hold the price of milk 
fat abnormally compared to 
solids-not-fat

the evaporated milk and the glucose 
they put in, because the delicate diges 
tion was such that they had to bring 
them along on a milk that simulated 
mother's mulk Always ask an old 
maid about children, Dr. Trout.

Very often if you treat 
obese patients you find that when they 
were young they had feeding prob lems 
and their parents were trying to push 
food into them. If you study normal 
weight individuals, you will find a 
large proportion of them also had feed 
ing problems and their mothers were 
also trying to push food into them 


I think the biggest factor in this 
whole problem of child feeding 1s this, 
that there ts an age between two and 
five or two and six, 
of the child will 
slowly, and where his needs for food 
are not very great. He is small and his 
weight is increasing very, very slightly 
Yet all that time, that child 1s already 
sitting at the table, eating with a plate, 
and the mother expects him to eat like 
an adult, when all he needs to eat ts 
one-third of what an adult eats. There 
fore, she always puts more food on the 
plate than the child ts likely to eat, and

Is milk good for teeth after the teeth 
are matured? 


Mrs. BERRESFORD: Well, I think 
that question might be controversial 
However, milk has been shown to be 
very important after the teeth have 
matured to keep the supporting struc- 
ture, that is, the bone around the 
teeth, from weakening 


Dr. MAYER know that acute 
deficiencies of certain things are bad 
for your teeth. Acute vitamin D deti- 
ciency in the early ages 1s bad for the 
teeth. We know that vitamin C affects 
dental health. don't think it affects 
the teeth so much as it affects the 
rums, but it is a fact that among the 
eager people of the world are also 


found very often the poorest dental 


health people. The dental health in 
the United States 1s poor 
Scandinavian countries, which are 
otherwise very well fed. Some very 
miserable groups in general health and 
nutrition have perfect teeth. Don't 
think it is so simple that we can say 
that this type or that ts bad for every 
thing or good for everything. It 1s a 
little more complicated than that 
Frankly, we just don’t know the factors 
that Cause It. 

MODERATOR TROUT: I am glad to

It does provide 
fat, sugar, proteins, minerals and 
vitamins at one and the same time, and 
all are readily digestible. The body 
does not have to wait for a brick, an 
amino acid, or a vitamin 
present

It is a source of energy, and 
it is there when it 1s needed. That ts 
what I like about milk. It is a good 
food, readily available, of good flavor, 
and if you like it, you like it. The 
dairy Cow 1s a pretty good supporter 
of the agricultural economy of this 
country 

Dr. MAYER: There ts one comment 
that | would like to make on the future 
of the dairy industry in general 

You can get as many panels of ex 
perts as you want, sitting here and 
proving that milk is a good food. You 
are not going to increase indefinitely 
the sale of milk or butter. A man can 


only absorb so many calories a day 
A great proportion can come from 


milk. But the idea that you have an 
ever-expanding economy based on 
milk and butter per se ts unreasonable 

On the other hand, we are speaking 
about cheese 
are poor 


Cheeses in this country 
There are very few of them, 
and they are not very good. There ts 
an enormous market which could be 
opened if people got busy and made 
good cheese, because people like good 
cheese. There are a great many differ 
ent kinds of cheese. In this country 
you can get four or five different kinds 
of cheese. There are 500 different types 
of cheese registered in western Eur 
ope There is an market 
there. Something new 1s made, and 
people like it. An expanding economy 
is based on invention and not just on 


enormous 


the development of what 1s already 
known. There ts a limit to that. There 
is also no limit to the Consumption in 
terms of international output, because 
there are so many areas which are so 
extraordinarily deficient in milk that if 
the economy was made on an inter 
national basis there would be an almost 
expanding economy as far as milk 
But in the national work, I believe in 
the long run, particularly in cheese, 
there 1s possibly a need for real ex- 
pansion of the dairies. Otherwise you 
are going to hit your head against the 
ceiling. The people, the population 
keeps on increasing, so there will be 
increasing demand for milk, but it 
won't increase 10 per cent every year 
MobDERATOR TROUT: In behalf of 
the panel, I want to thank The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club, and Golden 
Guernsey Inc., for the opportunity 
which has been ours.

Walter Kerr was most prominent in 
Guernsey affairs for a great many years 
He was known throughout America 
for his activities, and probably for his 
contention that forced feeding of dairy 
cattle was taking a coll on the Guernsey 
breed. He was strongly against the 
overfeeding of grain and the forcing 
of records. At one time he took the 
Guernsey Gold Book and worked out 
a system for determining the ability of 
bulls to breed 


In 1910, C. W. Barron, Oaks Farm 
Cohasset, Mass., purchased five pure 
bred Guernseys. Three years later, in 
1914, he hired Walter S. Kerr to be 
come his manager and develop a herd 
From this start, Mr. Barron, during his 
lifeume, and Mr. Kerr, beyond the 
lifeume of Mr. Barron, managed Oaks 
Farm. They imported into this coun 
try from the Island of Guernsey 957 
females and 10 bulls. Their first 
importation was made in 1919 when 
they brought in 21 females and one 
bull. In 1920, they made the largest 
importation Of 168 females and two 
bulls. The last importation by Mr 
Kerr was made in 1940, with 42 females 
and one bull. Both Walter and Mr 
Barron were convinced of the high 
quality of Guernsey milk, and for 
many years produced cerufied milk for 
babies. They were selling 500 quarts 
per day from the herd and had the 
record that 240 babies, who had used 
the milk exclusively from birth, had 
been raised successfully. For two years 
the milk scored 100 per cent
